Last night, after the Opera of Clart, in which Mr. Williams and 
Mrs. Waylett were most determinedly pathetic, a new Farce was pro- 
duced, entitled The Barber Baron; or, The Frankfort Lottery:— 
Count D’Ormsberg having died during the absence of his only son Fre- 
derick, his castle and domain, by one of those produdle incidents met 
with in Farces, is put up as a prize in a Lottery, the tickets in which 
are sold at thirty francs each, and is gained by a Stratsbourg barber. 
The story commences with the preparations made by the vassals to re- 
ceive their new lord, who arrives to take possession without a soas in 
his pocket, and his wardrobe contained in a pocket-handkerehief :— 
at the same time, Frederick D’Ormeberg arrives at the castle, for the 
purpose of hearing from a deaf porter the dyiog words of his father ; 
this deaf. porter has, also paid the debt of natare, leaving a pretly 
niece, with arusty key for her dowry, which, with her fair hand, she 
is about to bestow upon Peters, the new porter of the castle, and an 
old soldier in Frederick D’Ormsberg’s regiment. Peters and Flora 
have in vain tried to find a lock in the castle which the aforesaid rusty 
key would fit ;—Frederick D’Ormsberg wishes again to wander over 
the home of his childhood, and Flora gives him the key ; he, of course, 
finds a lock which it fits; this lock opens a panelled recess, containing 
a large sum in gold, and adetter to his son from Count D'Ormsberg, 
desiring him to re-purehase the-estate of his ancestors. 


The Barber.wants. a» enormous sum, aad, in order to frighten him 
into reasonable terms, Peters contrives a plan to drive him from his 
new possession ; he tells hima story of a former possessor of the castle 
haunting it in a long beard, which, until he can find some one hardy 
enavgh to shave.off, he is deemed to wander about.the eastie terifying 
its inhabitants, ‘The Barber Baron, after hearing the story, retires 
to bed considerably alarnied ;. Peters, in ghostly costume, and with 
a long beard, enters the apartments of the terrified barber, and desires 
to be shaved ; at the moment the poor Baron, almost frightened to 
death, prepares.to lather the ghost’s heard. bell stsikes, and the poor 
toasor falls senseless ; the iababitants of the castle rush into his room,., 
and Frederick D'Or who bad claimed bis hospitality for the 
night, obtains frem the-affrighted Barber possession of his paternal 
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castle fora small sum of money, which the Barber’s fears induce him 
eagerly to accept. 


Our readers will at once perceive that there is nothing in this story, 
either new or striking, and as Mr. W. Farren and Mr. J. Reeve were 
the only performers of any consequence engaged in the representation, 
the piece depended solely on their exertions ; they were uot peculiarly 
happy in embodying the slender materials afforded them, and symp- 
toms of disapprobation soon began to show themselves,which encreased 
as the Farce proceeded, until itended in what we should cal!-utter 
damnation ;—but the Managers seemed to think otherwise, and Mr. 
W. Farren announced it for repetition this evening. It may live 
three or four nights, but must very soon follow the thousand stupidities 
that have gone before it. Mr. W. Farren and Mr. J. Reeve, we sus- 
pect, were not very partial to their characters, although they exerted 
themselves for the success of the piece, which was not doubtful, the 
hisses having, we think, a considerable majority. Miss M. Glover 
played Flora, and sang a song, the words of which were not amiss ; they 
obtained an encore, and were worthy of being better sung. Zhe Green 
Ey’d Monster concluded.
